A MERICA has her own notions about the dc ... L c re- 
A\. maining allied nations owe her and for the most part 
Americans are firm in the belief that no good can possibly 
come of a cancellation of these debts to our allies. At 
least no' American is willing to sacrifice a dollar of these 
obligations unless she can sec some substantial gain thru 
the cancellation 'to world peace and an insurance against a 
repetition-of the liorrors of 1914-19. 


Our disillusionment has now got to the point where 


•we know that never was a bigger hoax played upon a 
whole people than the one about the World war being a 
"war to end war." 
We now know that wars do not breed 


peace, but more wars. So the individual or nation who 
proposes to America to be a good sport and cancel our al- 
lies' financial obligations to us courts a chilly reception. 


Ninety-five percent of the American people were op- 


posed to entering the war and now to ask them to forego 
their loans abroad is equivalent to starting at least a ver- 
bal war. 
Perhaps if binding assurance could be given in 


advance that by our cancellation of our European debts 
there would be a century or two of unbroken worldwide 
peace such a proposition would carry at a popular election, 
but we know of nothing else which could inspire so deep a 
feeling of forgiveness in the breasts of the American peo- 
ple. 


Thus, we know pretty well our own feelings on the

OME of the countries on the con- 


tinent of Europe have long en- 
joyed a pre-eminence as rabbit- 


producing countries. 


California 
now threatens the su- 


premacy of these countries in this lino 
oC live stock production which forma 
so largo part of tho meat ration of 
somo of the parts in Europe. 


California 
has the 
stock, the cli- 


mate and the natural feed to producw 
the goods. It is up to the breeders of 
tho state to so increase the production 
that it will meet the great demand 
that will be made. 


There Is another feature of the In- 


dustry that is rapidly coming to the 
front — that of rabbit fur as a substi- 
tute for a large variety of wild furs.
